After 17 Years 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. (JP)— 
The INDIANAPOLIS STAR 
quoted Rabbi Maurice Goldblatt 
as saying that he planned to 
. retire, following 
his surprise res- 
ignation as 
spiritual leader 
= of the Indian- 
— apolis Hebrew 
PCongrega- 
tion (Reform). 

He had been 
affiliated with 
the congrega- 
GOLDBLATT tion 17 years. 
In a letter which he sent to 
the 560 members of the congre- 
gation, Rabbi Goldblatt said he 
had no immediate plans, and 
that he and his wife would take 
a leisurely trip to Europe fol- 
lowing Sept. 1 when his resig- 
nation becomes effective. 
Rabbi Goldblatt won a _ five- 
year contract two years ago at 
a heated meeting of the congre- 
gation, in which a large minor- 
ity of the congregation opposed 
his re-election. In previous years, 
the same group had fought 
against a long contract for Rab- 








bi Goldblatt but had always, 
been defeated. 

Rabbi Goldblatt, who is 49 
years old,told the Indianapolis 
daily that ine would “probably 
be ‘one of the youngent retired 
rabbis in the country.” He said 
he planned to continue residen-~ 
cy in Indianapolis, and to en- 
gage in speaking and writing. 

A small group of families of. 
members of the congregation * 
organized a Council for Judaism 
school several years ago with- 
out withdrawing from the con- 
gregation. Rabbi Goldblatt 
fought unsuccessfully against 
the new. school’s use of the 
premises of the local Jewish Ed- 
ucation Association building, 
and at the recent biennial . of 
the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations in Los Angeles 
introduced a resolution asking 
an inquiry into the relationship 
of sponsors of such schools to 
Reform congregations.

Ike’s Proposals Good,

DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: 
Will you please give me the origin of my name, Jaffe. 


The 
name Jaffe is mentioned in the Bible as the port from which Jonah 


set sail for Ninevah. It is scarcely possible that this name origi- 
nates so far back in history, inasmuch as we do not find any Jew- 
ish name enamating from towns in Israel. My parents come from ig 
Memel, then in Germany. It is possible that the name is derived 
from the Hebrew word beautiful—JOHN J. JAFFE, Venice, Cal, 


JAFFE has no connection with the Israeli harbor of Jaffa, 
It was originally Calonymos (Shem Tov). When the name was 
translated into Hebrew only the first half of the name was 
retained and since the Greek Calo. means both “good” and 
“beautiful,” it became Jaffe, the Hebrew synonym of the lat- 
ter adjective. Tite name dates back to the 16th Century. Its 
fiirst bearer was the celebrated Mordechai ben Abraham Jaffe 
(1530-1612) the codifier of rabbinical law and ancestor of a 
noble line of rabbis, scholars and notables in Germany, Aus- 
tria, and Russia. One of the descendants was Sir Otto Jaffe 
who was Lord Mayor of Belfast, Ireland, in 1899 and 1904. 


DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: I know, of course, that my family 
name, Geduld, means patience, but perhaps you could throw some 
light on its history or derivation. My father’s family lived in 
Warsaw, Poland.—_HERBERT GEDULD, Detroit, Michigan. 


GEDULD means “patience” in German. But your name 
has a different and more archaic connotation. It means “peace” 
in the East German Vernacular. Warsaw Jews were given 
their permanent family names in the closing years of the 18th 
Century when Warsaw and its, region was temporarily oc- 
cupied by the Prussians.. The Prussians used “Geduld” in the 
sense of “peace.” ‘As such your name is a Prussian transla- 
tion of the Hebréw name Salomon usually translated as “Fried” 
or “Friedman” in the roster of Jewish family names.

DELVING BACK into the 
Torah and the 613 Divine Com- 
mandments listed by Maimonides, 
I then noticed that the separation 
period was originally only seven 
days. I inquired of an Orthodox 
rabbi about this important change 
(it must have evolved some time 
after Maimonides) but he felt 
that the evidence pointed to the 
change having been made at the 
instigation of the women. them- 
selves. 

As for presuming to approach 
the Shulchan Aruch objectively 
with an open mind and the will 
to think things through for my- 
self, I can point out that it was 
an Orthodox rabbi who, in dis- 








cussing this volume, once ex- 
plained that after it became popu- 
lar with the masses because of 
its simple, uncomplicated style 
(it first appeared in the late 
1500’s) “all the fears and pro- 
tests of the more erudite against 
this oversimplification could not 
interfere with the dissemination 
of what became the most popu- 
lar handbook of Judaism.”

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A SIGNIFICANT DEVELOPMENT 


Either much or little may develop 
from the new step of the Reconstruction- 
ist Foundation. 

There is no question but that this 
step—or organizing into a movement with 
active affiliates as compared to its former 
status of more or less of an idea-develop- 
ing agency, was one long in the making. 
In fact it was the established policy, as 
far as we were able to discern, of the 
Reconstructionist Foundation to avoid 
just such a step as that recenly an- 
nounced (JP, May 27, ’55). 

‘But now that the die has been cast, 
it can be said that it probably stemmed 
from the failure of the Conservative 
movement to take a positive stand ideo- 
logically in the past few years. Beset as 
it has been with wide areas of disagree- 
ment as to what Conservatism is, the 
movement has, perhaps through no choice 
of its own, been unable to formulate a 
set of principles broad enough to encom- 
pass all its present adherents without cre- 
ating a schism. 

' This may be the reason for the Recon- 
structionists’ determination to set up a 
group of affiliated congregations. Just 
because, in making the move, it was

The fact remains that under the Re. 
constructionist banner, Conservative and 
Reform congregations can join without 
doing violence to either’s belief is signifi. 
cant. For this may mean the first move 
towards the eventual establishment of an 
American Judaism. 

There was a day when joining a Jew. 
ish lay organization was the principal 
non-religious activity of the U. S. Jewish 
community. That was superseded as the 
national Jewish organizations, at least 
most of them, fell out of step with the 
Jewish community, by membership in the 
Zionist organization, or if not actual 
membership, certainly adherence to the 
causes of the Jewish state. 

This is the period through which we 
are now going. 

But 10 and 20 years from now, the 
synagogue will have become the central 
agency in U. S. Jewish life. 

It is in this context that the new move 
of the Reconstructionist Foundation may 
have extreme import. 


WHO IS ABE FEINBERG? 


Almost within the space of a year or 
less, a new name has meteored across the 
American Jewish sky to take perhaps 
what may turn out to be the top place in 
the U. S. Jewish community. 

He is Abraham Feinberg, who last 
week assumed the reins of the presidency 
of the Development Corporation for Israel, 
successor group to Henry Montor’s Amer- 
ican Financial and Development Corpora- 
tion for Israel. 

If this were Abe’s only job in the U. S. 
Jewish community, he would have to be 
conjured with as a coming leader. 

But just recently Abe became chair- 
man of the board of Brandeis University. 
He also holds the presidency of the Amer- 
ican Committee for the Weizmann Insti- 
tute of Science. And what too many peo- 
ple may not be aware of, he’s the main- 


This latter position stamps him as a 
staunch Zionist of the top calibre. For 
ISRAEL SPEAKS is the successor publi- 
cation to the organ of the Haganah, when 
that underground body was engaged in 
actively thwarting Great Britain’s pro- 
Arab rule of the then Palestine. Although 
in this respect, his service does not go 
back as far as that of Rudolph Sonneborn, 
it conveys the thought that Abe has given 
to the Zionist cause little if any less than 
that of any U. S. Jew. 

This then is the new figure on the 
U. S. Jewish horizon. Despite his meteor- 
ic rise, he is probably less known in the 
Jewish hinterlands of the U. S. today 
than the average rabbi.

THE PROBLEM of resettle- 
ment of areas deserted by Ar- 
abs is now being tackled sober- 


ly and with rather more suc- 
cess, after some costly and spec- 
tacular initial failures. Finally, 
thanks largely to the superb ed- 
ucational work of the Army 
(every boy and girl does 30 
months’ full-time military serv- 
ice, and is recalled for at least 
a month a year until the age of 
35) the new immigrants are be- 
ing integrated into the nation. 
This internal stability is a re- 
markable achievement, and the 
Co-existers can reasonably call 
dt in as evidence when they ap- 
peal for coolness in meeting the 
external danger. I cannot think 
of another instance in modern 
history where a small, newly 
constituted state has doubled its 
population in its first five years 
with immigrants, often of du- 
bious quality, while retaining 
the form and the spirit of West- 
ern democracy. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Sharett, 
though he has all the arguments 
of prudence on his side, is fight- 
ing a losing battle against the 
rising tide of Activism. Israel 
came into existence by a fan- 
tastic act of faith. In defiance 
of Ernest Bevin, and disregard- 
ing the warnings of Weizmann 
and Truman, Ben-Gurion pro- 
claimed the state on the day 
that the five Arab armies _ in- 
vaded it—and the gamble paid 
off. So, too, during the war, it 
was by a series of adventurous 
campaigns, often in defiance of 
the Armistice officials, | that 
2,000 square miles were added 
to the 5,600 allotted to Israel 
by the UN partition plan. 


AND IT WAS by boldly shoot- 


ing down five British planes 
that Israel] brought the Labor 
Cabinet to its senses and 
achieved de facto recognition. 
In their brief history as a na- 
tion, the Israelis have never 
gained anything by “prudently” 
relying on the pledged word of 
either Britain or America. In- 
deed, if they had been prudent, 
they would have been wiped out 
in the summer of 1948. The 
strength of Activism derives, 
first, from the growing recogni- 
tion that the Foreign Office and 
the State Department are as un- 
trustworthy and objectively as 
hostile to Israel’s survival in 
1955 as they were six years ago. 

That hostility, as the Activists 
point out, is demonstrated in 
three ways: 

1. Treaty Relations. Britain is 
allied with Iraq and Jordan, and 
has a new agreement with Col- 
onel Nasser. Yet Mr. Eden re- 
fuses to consider any treaty re- 
lations with Israel. 

2. Arms. Britain spends about 
£10 million a year on the Arab 
Legion, and is supplying Iraq 
and Egypt with modern equip- 
ment. The U.S. has agreed to 
give military assistance to Iraq 
sufficient to increase its army 
to four divisions. All this is 
done despite the fact that the 
Arabs flout the terms of the 
Armistice by maintaining a state 
of war with Israel. 

3. Refugees. In the Gaza 
Strip, and all along the Jordan 
frontier, hundreds of thousands 
of refugees are deliberately kept 
in their miserable camps and 
all attempts to resettle them are 
sabotaged by threats that the 
refugees will lose their lands in 
Israel if they settle even tem- 
porarily elsewhere. Thus UN- 
WRA, to which Britain and 
America are the main contrib- 


utors, is being openly used, not 
to heal the wounds of war, but 
to keep the war situation intact. 


THE ANGLO-AMERICAN pol- 
icy, according to the Activists, 
is not so very different from 
that of Mr. Bevin. 

Here we come to the second 
(and usually unspoken prem- 
ise) of the Activist case. Today, 
Israel is capable of mounting 
an offensive which will carry 
her armies either across Syria 
to Damascus or across the Ju- 
daean hills to the Jordan, oO 
across the desert to the Suez 
Canal. Moreover, in the present 
state of Arab disunity and cor 
ruption, any one of these cam- 
paigns could be completed with 
out fear of a major counterat 
tack elsewhere unless Britain oF 
America intervened. The Activ 
ists do not, of course, suggest 
that such a campaign should 
not get tough wtih Britain and 
America and threaten to break 
out unless appeasement of the 
Arabs is stopped. 

When I put all this to Mf 
Sharett, his answer was clear 
and convincing. Of course the 
Israeli Army could clear the Ju 
daean hills and reach the Jor- 
dan within three weeks. But 
what then? There are only three 
possibilities. Either to kill the 
800,000 Arab refugees who now 
live west of the Jordan, or to 
incorporate them in Israel, oF 
to drive them into Transjordan 
as refugees. Since none of these 
three possibilities can even be 
contemplated, here is no answef 
to the logical defense of Cox 
istence. An Activist strategy 
such as a very few Israeli sol 
diers propose would lead to im 
mediate disaster. An Activist

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RABBI WEINSTEIN SAYS: 





Living Up To Jewish Stand On Mixed Marriages Presents Many Problems

ONE OF THE HAPPIEST aspects of the Sha- 
vuot festival is that it inspires us to renew our 
acquaintance with the Book of Ruth. How fittingly 
does this scroll nestle between the Seng of Songs 
and Lamentations, for it is a 
bitter-skeet pastoral—sad with 
the strains of exile and death; 
joyous with the happy ending j 
of fulfilled love. : 

There are scholars among us 
who insist that the book has 
deep social significance as well. 
It was written, they say, as a 
gentle rejoinder to Ezra and 
Nehemiah, who insisted that the 
men of Judah put away their 
Samaritan wives. In their zeal 
to protect the remnant of the Jewish people from 
the watering down of mixed marriages, E#a and 
Nehemiah made the radical demand that Samaritan 
wives be divorced. The author of Ruth, telling how 
the marriage of a Moabitess to Boaz created the 
line of descent to King David, was not-so-subtly 
suggesting that a mixed marriage might be the 
source of incalculable good to the Jewish nation.

The rabbinate today may enjoy the beauty of 
the Ruth idyll but is not impressed with the logic 
of its propaganda, It is still unalterably opposed 
to mixed marriages (we are not speaking of inter- 
marriage where the non-Jewish p@rty converts to 
Judaism), Pronouncing the stand is simple, Living 
up to it has proven quite an ordeal for many 
rabbis. 

Almost daily, we are confronted with this typi- 
cal situation: A Jewish boy from a liberal, cultured 
home meets a non-Jewish coed on the campus, falls 
in love and proposes. The parents raise objections 
but finally capitulate. They recognize that this 
possibility was implicit in the situation. They con- 
sider it not too heavy a price to pay for the benefits 
of free and equal citizenship. As a concession, they 
request that the marriage be performed by their 
rabbi. 

They feel that they have won a real victory when 
the non-Jewish girl and her family agree to having 
the rabbi officiate. In a blaze of good will and 
interfaith camaraderie they come to the rabbi to 
announce this supreme act of Christian sublima: 
tion. How shocked and coldly let down they feel 
when the rabbi informs them that he cannot offi- 
ciate unless the non-Jew undertakes to be con- 
verted. 


We try to make our position clear. We explain 
that we are guardians of the integrity of the people, 
as well as of the faith, We read the oath which 
commits the bridegroom to say, “I consecrate thee 
as my wife according to the faith of Israel.” We ex. 
plain how unfair it is both to the couple and the 
tradition to hold tongue in cheek while this oath is 
being said, We become sociological and quote the 
statistics on the added strain on marriage where 
there is no previous agreement on the religious 
temper of the home. But to no avail. 


The young people remind us that we have been 
teachers of a liberal religion, that our God is a uni- 
versal God, that we have prayed and preached for 
the day when peoples would recognize their com. 
mon brotherhood under the fatherhood of God, 
They recall that we have never taken issue .with 
the mainstream of humanistic thought which they 
have studied at the university. They ask if we can 
retommend a judge who might read the marriage 
service with dignity, or perhaps a Unitarian min. 
ister. It is not easy for romantic youth to watch 
their prophetic, liberal rabbi become the priest and 
scribe warning them to stay behind the walls which 
their young hearts abhor,

Historic 
Jewish 
Sites in U. S. 


This column is based on the 
book, “A Jewish Tourist’s Guide 
to the U. S.,” by Bernard Postal 
and Lionel Koppmann, Philadelphia, 
The Jewish Publication Society of 
America, 1954, 670 pages, $5.00.

THE TOURIST in Charleston, 
S. C., Will surely want to visit 
City Hall Park, where, not far 
from the monument te General 
Beauregard, may be found a 
bronze marker to Francis Sal- 
vador, the first Jew in South 
Carolina to die for American in- 
dependence and the first to hold 
an important elective office. 
Salvador came to America 
from England in 1773 to take 
care of some property he and his 
family owned in South Carolina. 
Born to wealth, reared in luxury 
and well-traveled, he made friends 
with the most prominent men of 
his day — Pinckney, , Rutledge 
Drayton, and others—and immedi- 
ately enlisted in the cause of lib- 
erty and justice. In 1774, he was 
elected to the First Provincial 
Congress of South Carolina. The 





following year he was elected to 
the Second Provincial Congress, 
which became the General As- 
sembly of the new independent 
State of South Carolina. 

Soon after, the British fleet 

came to Charleston, inciting the | 
Cherokees to attack the outly- 
ing settlements of South Caro- 
lina. Mounted on his horse, Sal- 
vador sped through the country- 
side, rousing the men on the 
plantations to action. 
On the evening of July 31, 
1776, Major Andrew Williamson, 
with Salvador as his aide, and a 
detachment of 330 men set out 
on an expedition against the In- 
dians and Tories. Suddenly, the 
enemy opened fire. Salvador 
was ambushed and scalped by 
the Indians. When Williamson 
found him, Salvador asked: “Did 
we win, Sir?” and when the 
Major answered, “Yes,” Salvador 
said: “I’m glad,” and died, at the 
youthful age of 29. 


On the marker are these 
words: 
“Born an aristocrat, he became 


a democrat— 
An Englishman, he cast his 
lot with America; 
True to his ancient faith, he gave 
his life 
For new hopes of human liberty 
e and understanding.”
